use muriatic zinc or othar poisonous prao- 
aratlons in the making ot cans or for eoldor- 
ing purposes," sold one of tho proprietors 
of a large fautory whore all binds of cans 
are mode, in 
anawer to the question 


of a reporter. 'Some ot the packers still 
use muriatic acid to soldering, but it is fast 
giving way to a harmless'chemical prepara- 
tion for tho purpose which waa Invented Bra 
IT six years ago, 
Tho quantity of solder 


used is BO much loss, however, than it usad 
to be, that even If it were not on tho outside 
of ths can it probably could do no harm. 
The methods o£ preparing all kinds of 
canned goods have greatly improved since 
tho business waa first begun. 
Eighteen 


pounds of solder now answers tho purpose 
where seventy was once required, I do not 
believe that any trouble which has over 
arisen from the eating of canned meat; has 
been occasioned by the tina 
The prejudice, 


nevertheless, in regard to canned moats, 
especially corned boof, ia widespread. It is 
generally believed to be due to the cans. 


"The flrst instance of sickness from eating 


canned corn boaf thafc eyer attracted any 
attention occurred in Qorrnany. The beef 
was canned In Chicago, It was put up in the 
old-fashioned way, with an inch of soldering 
inside and out. Tho Germ&n scientists at the 
time had discovered little or nothing ia re- 
gard to. tho alkaloids existing in meats la 
case of semi-putrefaction that are solargelv 
engaging tho attention of ths scientific 
world at present When they examined tha 
boof that had occasioned illness, and ton 
cans in which !t had been preserved, they 
could fhrf no otbei axplanation of the diffi- 
culty than the large amount of solder. 
From that fact alone bos grows tha ballet 
that tin caua convey 
poisonous quali- 


ties to meat preserved in it. i have 
tried every 
experiment

on Uu outside of the can, and so little is 
used that it could hardly affect the food in 
the cans. Occasionally some small country 
manufacturer who is "way behind tbe times 
fcllotva tha old style of work and uses poi< 
eonous solutions, but these can-makers do 
not supply the packing trade. The packing 
houses that make, their own cans all follow 
the beat modern methods. Nothing is used 
in the manufacture of the tiu can of to-day 
which could possibly result in injury to any 
food placed in it"
